Antoinette’s Trianon. 


COUNTESS ANNA WAS QUEEN 


TEN THOUSAND ATTENDED, IW- 
CLUDING PARIS FASHIONABLES. 


The Pretext Was Charity and the 
\ Mitled Attendants at the Booths 
Would Accept Nothing but 
Gold for Their Wares.

PARIS, June 29.—French aristocracy, at 
the suggestion of Count Bont de Castellane, 
revived on Thursday memories of the pre- 
revolution days at Marie Antoinette’s fa- 
vorite park, Trianon. It was a unique and 
splendid affair. 

Fully ten thousand persons attended, in- 
cluding about four hundred of the most 
fashionable women of Paris, dressed in the 

pretty costumes of the Louls XVI period. 

Countess Anna, nothing shy, impersonated 
the beauteous Marie Antoinette herself, 
which piece of daring prompted during and 
since the fete an avalanche of unkind com- 
ment upon her deficiency in physical guali- 
fications. 

The pretext for the great historical re- 
| vival was charity. Invitations were obtain- 
able only by swell antirep»%ans. The 
numerous booths ‘were presided over by 

titled ladies, who sold trinkets for gold— 
they would accept nothing but gold. 

Count Boni himself, wearing an ordinary 
‘garden party suit—thin morning coat, white 
‘| duck trousers and straw hat—remained 
with his wife, who stood in front of a 
flower shop, selling orchids and brancnes 
of cherry trees loaded with: fruit. 

Owing to the presence of a large number 
of American tourists, to whom invitations 
had been readily granted, the Castellane 
shop was a great success, many paying & 
24-gold franc plece (about $4) merely for a 
pretext to inspect the well-advertised pair 
closely. 

Countess Anna’s costume was a salmon- 
colored silk, with side panniers, decollette, 
trimmed with priceless lace. Resting upon 
her powdered and fluted hair was a large 
Marie Antoinétte hat of straw, trimmed 
with the same salmon silk and a profusion 
of large white and black plumes. The 
whole, it must be confessed, was entirely 
ineffective, because the countess lacked as- 
_urance and stature. 

Among the other costumed Americans 
present the Princess Polignac, formerly 
Mies Singer, daughter of the sewing ma- 
chine king, was most conspicuous. 

A leading orchestra discoursed pastoral] 
music, while on the lawn’beautiful society 
danced an intricate minuet. 

In an open-air theater, a reproduction of 
the one wherein, on exactly the same spot, 
Marie Antoinette enacted Beaumarchais’ 
‘plece, “The Barber of Seville,”” a few days 
before the terrible popular upheaval, was 
presented, a performance of the same play 
by artists of the Comedie Francaise, Mlle. 
Bartet replacing Marie Antoinette. 

Nobody who witnessed the fete will be 
apt to forget the fascination of this re- 
vival] of the most poetical period of French 
history, because of its brilliancy and the 
tragedy connected with it. Nobody could 
help remembering that almost every one of 
the women with lofty names who chatted, 
@anced and coquetted there, had had an- 
cestors bearing the same names, doing the 
same thing at the same spot a century ago, 
and had paid for their frivolous defiance of 
the masses on the guillotine. 

Some of the radical papers look upon the 
Trianon fete as an insult to the republic, 
and invited beforehand the partisan work- 
ingmen and women to once more tramp to 
Versailles and bring back the aristocrats, 
since the lesson of a hundred years ago had 
been insufficient. But, except some jeering 
on the part of the poor massed at the ea'‘es 
when the guests arr ved and departed, there 
was no serious incident. 

Some tables had been set outside under 
thé trees for an imitation of a chase dinner 
at 6 france a head. Near by an army of 
cooks, costumed in short breeches and 
white caps and aprons, roasted fowls, legs 
of mutton, etc. Suddenly some thirty fam- 
ished anarchists, eluding the military cor- 
don, dashed through and pounced upon the 
half cooked meat. Some of them were ar- 
rested, but it proved to be a very harmless 
onslaught. Several ladies fainted from sur- 


prise and fright.

PARIS, June 29.—Maude Adams, who for 
the past few weeks had been taking the 
“rest cure” in a Catholic convent at Tours, 
finally tired of the silence and monotony 
of the old monastery, bade adieu to the 
nuns, with whom she had become a great 
favorite, and came back to Paris. 

Today she left with a party of French 
lady friends for a leisurely tour of the 
beautiful castle region of Touraine. 

Describing her convent experience to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, Miss Adams 
said: 

‘‘My life there was most soothing. None 
of the concern which fevers humanity out- 
side penetrates those old provincia! monas- 
teries, where the time is passed In easy 
manual work, study and prayer. 

“My friends who had arranged for my

“At 9 o’clock I reported with the others 
to the mother superior and was assigned 
sometimes to the kitchen, where I canned 
more strawberries and cherries than I will 
ever eat; sometimes to the dairy, where I 
learned to skim milk and make excellent 
butter; sometimes to the garden, where lI 
picked fruit, or flowers for the altars. 

“At noon we gathered in the chapel for a 
prayer, after which we had dinner. Perfect 
silence is compulsory in the _ refectory; 
nothing is heard in the vast vaulted hal) 
except the voice of a nun reading history 
aloud. 

“After that we walked silently around the 
cloister till 1 o’clock, when each retired to 
her own cell for study and meditation. 

‘“‘At 4 o'clock chapel again, then house- 
hold duties, the needle and garden work. At 
7 we had supper, frugal, meatless and si- 
lent, like the noon meal. From supper un- 
til bedtime—9 o’clock—was devoted to rec- 
reation. This was the only time during 
which the nuns were allowed to converse. 

‘What lovely, innocent .twilights I en- 
joyed there, under the big chestnut trees, 
surrounded by 60 saintly women, some 
young and some old, but all so wholesome, 
so kind. 

“At midnight the silvery bell which di- 
rects everything in the convent summoned 
us out of bed for an hour and a half for 
the ‘night office.’ 

“At first I found it an awful struggle to 
rise thus after my first sleep and dress and 
go through the long, weird corridors, peo- 
pled by silently gliding figures going to 
chapel; but loved the beautiful night office, 
with only the dim light of the altar candles 
playing among the columns under the lofty 
gothic arches and the darkly outlined nuns 
jin their interminable, monotonously plain- 
tive chant, begging God to forgive the 
wickedness of earth. 

“A few weeks spent thus, the absolute 
quiet, regularity and the s.mple food ef- 
fected a complete change in me physically. 
My nervousness was gone and my mind un- 
fevered. 

“Our parting was tearful. We had grown 
mutually attached. But I promised to re- 
turn next summer. 

“While there I wore the novice costume. 
But it was slightly different from the sis- 
ters who had pronounced eternal vows, and 
I deemed it useless to horrify my sweet 
friends, the nuns, by revealing the fact that 
I had disported myself publicly all last sea- 
son in tight breeches as the Duke of 
Reichstadt.

BODY OF A MAN WAS FOUND 
GROUND TO PIECES. 


Nothing to Identify Him, but a Roll- 
Call of Employes Indicates That 
the Victim Was Mar- 
tin Krugg.

NEW YORK, June 29.—While a gang was 
at work today underneath one of the giant 
sugar mixers in the big refinery of the 
Sugar Trust, Williamsburg, the huge ma- 
chine suddenly began to run _ blood-red 
sugar. 

The sight of the crimson crystals aston- 
ished the men aud a rush was made for the 
upper floor. Peering into the great cylin- 
der they saw a mass of dark material 
whirling around among the spikes and mix- 
ing with the sugar passing through the ma- 
chine. 

A foreman ordered the mixer stopped, a 
light was brought and it was seen that 
the dark material was a mass of choppea 
up flesh. 

The workmen stood around with blanched 
faces, but no one remembered having seen 
any one near the cylinder. 

A gang of laborers was put to work and 
after several hours managed to get the 
most of the body out of the mixer. Noth- 
ing large enough to give the slightest clew 
to the identity of. the body haa been left 
by the cruel spikes. Even the head and 
bones had been chopped into the finest 


pieces. 

The time book was then secured and the 
roll of the men was called. All answered 
to their names except Martin Krugg. He 
was not there, so it was concluded that he 
was the victim. 

Krueg's duty was to feed the mixer with 
the sugar which it crushed. No one saw 
him fall in, but it is thought he may have 
been overcome by the heat and tumbled 
over the edge of the vylinder while at 
work. 

John Ummett, a laborer, 25 years old, 
was overcome by the heat an hour later 
and sent to the Eastern District Hospital.

MAY BURN YOUR OWN YARD 


PROCESS IS CHEAP AND THE 
FUEL LASTS LONG.

Inventor Exhibits His Wonder at Wil- 
mington, but Will Not Tell 
His Secret. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILMINGTON, Del., June 2.—Dr. Hen- 
ry W. Morrow of this city has invented 
an artificial fuel called Ngette which, he 
declares will revolutionize the heating 
methods of this time. He is exhibiting the 
marvel, but the inventor does notpe rmit 
egette in an ordinary cook stove. 

Hundreds visit his place daily to see the 
marvel, but the invention does not permit 
visitors to take him unawares. He has 
had several valuable inventions stolen be- 
fore he could get them patented and now 
he has an electric alarm at each of the sev- 
eral doors leading into his laboratory and 
he is instantly apprised when any one of 


them is opened. 

For 18 years the chemist has been work- 
tng on the artificial fuel. He burns earth; 
not clay or sand, but such earth as may be 
taken from the back yard or farm. This 
is treated with a chemical which leaves 
the earth in a condition to burn. A small 
percentage of pitch ts placed in the fuel 
for the purpose of causing ready i oe 
but 92 per cent of the fuel itself pure 
earth. 

At present the inventor is merely making 
exhibitions. He says he has received flat- 
tering offers from men of money but is 
not yt ney to say what the future of the 
product wil : 

At present the egette is made by hand 
and even in this crude system of manu 
facture the cost is much less than coal. 

With the pr age machinery the cost of 
the fuel woul less than one half 
that of coal and will burn twice as long. 

Fuel is not the only invention Dr. Morrow 
has made for his discoveries In a chemical 
line have Se him recognition from the 
scientists of this country and of Europe. 
He holds diplomas and certificates from va- 
rious institutions of high standing. lie 
expects the fuel discovery to be the most 
important he has yet made.

THEORY OF WALL STREET 


SAYS IT IS BUILDING UP A 
MONEYED DESPOTISM. 


The Grand Total of Capital It Em- 
ploys Is Close to %2,000,000,000, 
Oontrolled by Not Over a 
Dozen “Insiders.” 


NEW YORK, June 29.—The dominating 
influence of the Standard Oil clan is becom- 
ing more marked every day. Its power is 
extending as week by week and month by 
month its increasing millions seek new in- 
vestment. The Standard Oil clan has grown 
so large and strong that it is beginning to 
overshadow every other interest and finan- 
cial faction in America. Wall street in- 
sists that ambitious: leaders of the clan, 
grown aggressive, are seeking to sidetrack 
oer crush men heretofore looked up to as 
kings of finance and to build up a moneyed 
despotism. This Wall street theory is to 
some extent the child of imagination and 
fear. Yet there is some ground for the 
gossip, for the cian is growing maryel- 


ously. 

The Standard Oil combination owns three 
of the great banks of New York and two 
of its leading trust companies, besides hold- 
ing stock in many others. The stock In 
the three banks and two trust companies 
has today a market value of $140,000,000, 
and they control deposits aggregating not 
eus than $300,000,000. Its representatives are 
dentified with the management of the great 
life insurance companies, which aly not 
less than $200,000,000 available for  invest- 
ments and use in the New York loan mar- 
ket at all times. 

Here are some of the 
it dominates: Standard Oli, 
Leather, Amalgamated Copper, 
Sugar, the Glucose and Beet Sugar com- 
panies, Linseed O11, United States Salt 
and a dozen or more corporations directly 
subordinate to Standard Oil. It has or 
had $150,000,000 in the big Steel corporation, 
besides innumerabie miilions in gas stocks.

That was before Mr. John D. Rockefeller 
was known to be associated with George 
J. Gould in the development of his colossal 
southwestern and transcontinental system. 

In tanks, trust companies, insurance com- 
panies. railroads. gas companies and in- 
dustrials the grand total of Standard Oil 
caphial now employed is close to $2,000,000,- 
000. The annual income from these invest- 
ments approximates $150,000,000, most of 
which is of course reinvested as fast as 
earned. That this stupendous growth 
should focus the attention of financiers and 
the world in general is inevitable. and as 
the mighty monument grows higher it 
looms into greater prominence. Prophets 
of evil say it will be built so high and so 
big that it will fall of its own weight. 
There are at present no visible signs of

ard tire out long before there is action. 
Hundreds and thousinds «f men have 
made a great deal of money by acting on 
advices from headquarters and then going 
to sleep on their investments. That ap- 
pears to be tle sure road in speculation. 

Intriguing, ambitious and evil-minded per- 
sons have been trying a long time to work 
up ili-feeling between the heads of the 
Standard Oil clan and J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his following.

PENNSYLVANIA'S BIG PLAN 


NO CHANGE FROM SAN FRAN- 
‘CISCO TO MONTAUK POINT. 


Big Verminal Scheme There, Involving 
Tunnels and Bridges to Connect 
for Greeley Square in the 
City of New York. 


NEW YORK, June 29.—From New York 
to Europe in less than five days. 

That seems to be the final intention of 
the Long Island Railroad Co.’s project to 
tunnel the East river and establish a big 
underground terminal in Greeley square, 
Manhattan, to be shared in common by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co., which controls 
the Long Island Railroad system and is ex- 
pected to bridge or tunne}) the North river. 

A continuous line of railroad from San 
Francisco to Montauk Point; big yards and 
piers at the latter place for the accommo- 
dation of ocean liners and the expeditious 
handling of passengers and freight; the es- 
tablishment of termini at Montauk Point 
for all transatlantic liners and a cutting 
down of the greyhounds’ schedules by 
many hours. "These thirgs are possibilities 


and even probabilities of the near future. 

It is expected in transportation circies 
that In a few years it will be possibile for 
a person who is going to Europe to board a 
train in San Francisco or any other west- 
ern point and remain thereon until it comes 
to a standstiil virtually at the gangway, of 
a liner at her pier at Montauk Point. a 

While the Long Island Railroad Co.'s 
tunnel project does not go that far in its 
ecope at present it is a long step in that 
direction, and, with such a powerful cor- 
poration behind it, there is no telling what 
transportation wonders it will aecomplish 
in the next decade. 

The present extent of the tunnel scheme 
is local, rather than national or interna- 
tional in importance, but it is capable of 
such enlargement by bridging or tunneling 
the North River that it is a matter of 
general interest. So far as it is outlined, it 
means that Long Island, from one end to 
the other, ts to be thrown open to New 
Yorkers for residential purposes by a per- 
fect system of rapid transit, and that the 
shopping, theater and business districts in 
Manhattan are to be made equally accessi- 
hle to Long Islanders. With two lines of 
tunnel road leading to Jamaica and three 
lines of railroad leading from Jamaica to 
the northern and southern shores and the 
central districts of Long Island, the enor- 
mous possibilities of the scheme are appar- 
net, even when the distributing feature is 
ignored. 

Jamaica as a distributing point for Long 
Island traffic is assured, only 256 minutes 
from the heart of Manhattan; Montauk 
Point, as a distributing point for trans- 
atlantic passengers and freight, are condi- 
tions more substantia! than a dream.

“Greeley Square is to be the hub of the

Mr. EF. G. Douglass, a fegistered burgher 
and a Boer soldier of the South African 
republic, arrived in this city a few days 
ago. His statements coincide with many 
others, viz.: Before the war there were 69 
producing gold mines in the South African 
republics, all of which have remained idle 
since the evacuation of Johannesburg and 
Pretoria. Many of the larger mines have 
been wrecked by the Boers—headgears, bat- 
teries and all of the machinry destroyed | 
and the shafts closed.

Poor Fenders Are “‘Man Killers.”’ 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice an article in your paper today 
signed “‘A Citizen,’’ in which he says the 
fenders in use in this city will do the work 
if they operate the cars at reasonable 
speed. I would like to know what he means 
by ‘“‘do the work.’’ Looking back over last 
year’s report of the coroner, we find they 
have done considerable work and today 
there are many new graves in our grave- 
yards that these fenders are responsible 
for. If this is the work he refers to l agree 
with him, as I do not think that man has 


invented any more perfect human being 
destroyers unless it is dynam.te and gun- 
powder than those so-called fenders. 

What has speed to do with it? These 
fenders catch a person and throw him un- 
der the car. I would just as soon be kil.ed 
by a car running at a high rate of speed as 
a slow rate. 

‘“Citizen’’ says that the brake question is 
more important than fenders. I wish to 
inform him and the public that there is no 
brake made that will stop a car quickly 
enough to keep the car from striking a 
person who steps in front of it, while, on 
the other hand, I have seen a fender that 
is used in one of our eastern cities that will 
pick up even as small an object as a “‘cat’’ 
and will not allow anything even that small 
to pass under it and be ground to pieces by 
the wheels. This is the kind of fender we 
need here and until one as good as this is 
used here the citizens of ‘“‘New St. Louis” 
will keep the street railway companies in 
hot water. The people intend to run this 
‘new town.’”’ 

“Citizen’’ seems to think that we blame 
the motormen for all accidents. We do not. 
Sometimes he is to blame, but the compa- 
nies are to blame one hundred times as 
much as he, as they try to save money by 
using, as he says, worn-out brakes, and as 
the public in general know, worthless de- 
vices they call fenders that should be calied 
man-killers. 

If these man-killers are left on the street 
cars of ‘‘New St. Louls’’ during the World's 
Fair,. when our streets are crowded with 
uncounted thousands, the City Council and 
House of Delegates, assisted by our hon- 
ored mayor, will have to appropriate money 
to build a much larger morgue than we 
now have to hold the dead bodies that will 
have to be handled by the city after the so- 
called fenders get in their work.

LURED BY HOPES OF WEALTH 


RETURNS HOME POOR, HIS PROP- 
ERTY IN HIS WIFE’S NAME. 


Cornelius O’Brien, One of “Stonewall” 
Jackson’s Boys, Now in Jail at 
Macon, Mo., for Striking 
a Daughter.

MACON, Mo., June 29.—Nearly 15 years 
ago Cornelius O’Brien left his wife and 
family and a well-improved 80-acre farm 
in Russell Township, Macon County, and 
started West. The family was well pro- 
vided for and he thought he saw a chance 
to make a large amount of money, when 
he would return home and spend his de- 
clining years in peace. He did not antici- 
pate being away over two or three years 
at the most. At San Francisco he met 
some men, in whose breasts were hopes 
similar to his own. They formed a sort ot 
syndicate and took a steamer for Santiago, 
Chil, where they obtained some extensive 
railroad contracts. At that time Chill was 
enjoying an unprecedented industrial re- 
vival, and the Americans calculated, with 
good reason, on large profits for ther 
work. The railroad was to extend from 
Santiago a couple of hundred miles north 
to the mountains. Mr. O'Brien, who was 
experienced in stone work, had the con- 
tract for the large viaducts. 

The men had ampie voacking to fulfil: 
their contracts and were getting along 
finely when one-half of the people con- 
cluded that the o.her half were wiong in 
their ideas of running the government, and 
a bloody insurrection was on in the twink- 
ling of an eye.

TREASURE IN OCEAN DEPTHS 


Search for the Lost Spanish Galleon to 
Be Resumed by a San Francisco 
Company. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—The search 
for the lost galleon, the famous Spanish 
treasure ship said to be lying buried with 
its $20,000,000 in gold and precious stones 
somewhere in the unharvested Pacific, is 
to be resumed, and this is no romance 
such as Stevenson might have loved to tell, 
for the quest is to be made by a corpora- 


tion and equipped with the best scientific 
appliances. it is the Treasure 
Wrecking Co. of San Francisco, recently 
organized. 
Of course, the treasure hunters’. map, 
with a red cross to mark the spot, is the 
chief capital of the corporation, and James 
P. Dempsey is the man who professes to 
have located the galleon. Dempsey has 
made affidavit telling how he got his in- 
formation. For forty years he was a ma- 
rine diver in San Francisco and is a vet- 
eran of the Mexican war. While in Mex- 
ico he stumbled on what he believes to be 
important secrets concerning the location 
of the sunken ship. He says: 

The treasure bont ig lying in a sandbed at the 
bottom of the ['ucific, many leagues away from 
where she hed always been supposed to be, and 
entirely away from that vicinity tn which so many 
fortunes have been thrown away in her pursuit. 
She struck an outside reef a few miles off the 
mainland. This reef is sunken, but only a few 
fathoms beneath the eurfuce of the water at low 
tide. ‘The bout, evidently aided by a great aswel! 
of the ocean, plowed her way over this reef towa,s| 
@hore, but ante to Lmmediately thereafter go down 
on the sundbed beyond, approaching land. A few 
leagues further toward shore there is another con- 
cealed or sunken reef, parallel with the outside 
reef, thus forming a basin or channel.

RICH STRIKE IN COLORADO 


The Hector Mine Opens Ore Running 
as High as 50 Ounces Gold 
, to’the Ton. 


QUDMRIDA, Colo., June 29.—One of the 
most remarkable strikes of rich ore ever 
made in Custer County has just come to 
light in the workings of the Hector mine, 
located about 180 feet from the Bassick. 

The mine was opened in the early days

40,000 bales of cotton last year and could 
easily become a cotton state if there were 
not more money in corn, and diversit.e:l 
crops. , 
In the Missiourl mines exhibit there have 
been addi ions of manufactured léad, speci- 
mens of fire clay, and two such large, rare 
and beautiful specimens of ‘tiff’ or iead 
blossom, that the United States govern- 
ment officials have had photographs taken 
of them and will offer a big price for 
them when the exposition is over. Another 
important addition is that of a square 
block of soft coal, weighing two tons, from 
the Kansas & Texas Coal Co., Ardmore, 
Mo. This is the largest piece of soft coal 
ever seen in this section, and it has been 
honored with a conspicuous place in front 
of the mines building. 

The Loulsiana Purchase Exposition bulld- 
ing is now practically fintshed and is 
the equal of any state building on the 
grounds in beauty and convenience. It is 
o0x100 feet, with a* wide, low porch run- 
ning around three sides of it. It has an 
abundance of room and will be handsomei;s 
furnished. The directors who were here 
one month ago will be surprised and 
pleased when they see the buiiding in its 
finished condition.

METHODS OF LIGHTING. 


Caught His Inspiration From the Fire- 
fly and the Glow-Worm, After 
Many Years of Costly 
Experiment. 


FRANKFORT, Ind., June 29.—In this city 
resides a man whose invention may revolu- 
tionize present methods of lighting. His 
name is E. W. Hartman. He claims to have 
the nearest approach to a perpetual light 
that the world has yet known, one whch 
has been perfected until it can safely be re- 
lied upon to give a brilliant light for from 
ten to twelve years. 

Mr. Harleman now has contracts with 


the New Jersey Manufacturing Co. of New 
York epi f whereby to manufacture this 
patent li .htand ay !ima royalty. 

It would provably be justice to say at the 
beginning that Mr. Harleman is a thor- 
oughly responsible gentleman and enjoys 
the confidence and esteem of the lead ug 
business men of Frankfort, who know him 
to be réliable and altogether different from 
the many who have heretofore appeared in 
public print with claims of having discov- 
ered wonderful! lights. His life history is as 
interesting as is the story of his experment 
fe the patent light. But first for the 

ght: 

Mr. Harleman began experimenting on 
the light question ten years ago, and month 
by month he developed h'‘s theories and 
evolved new ones until he now ts able to 
call his work complete. The inventor does 
not claim to be a chemist. although he has 
a fairly good knowledge of the science. He 
enjoys the study of chemistry, and much of 
his reading has been along that line all 
through his 87 vears of life. 

To the Post-Dispatch representative he 
said that his light was very simple. The 
ingredients that enter into it are alum. 
saltpeter, phosphorus, sea nettle, quicksil- 
ver and an acid that he creates himself. 
principal secret of the 
light. The ingredients mentioned are dis- 
solved by this secret acid, and the liquor 
is then put into the globe that is to con- 
tain the light. Next he pours an adhesive 
compound into this liquor and turns the 
glass globe around and around until the 
mixture adheres to the globe to the thick- 
ness of about three-tenths of an inch all 
around. The liquid remaining is drained 
off, and then the portion that {s adher- 
Ing to the globe is solidified by pouring 
in on it a compound, which is also a se- 
secret of Mr. arleman. After this has 
been accomplished there remains but one 
thing to be done. Air must be forcee 
into the globe, and the light is then ready 
for a decade of service. The globe is, of 
course, sealed after the air is forced in. 
The higher the Dt eae ob of air the greater 
the brilliancy of the light. 


Steady and 
Without Heat. 

The light is, naturally, unwavering and 
steady. There is absolutely no heat to it, 
though {it rivals in brilliancy the electric 
flame. Indeed, the light has about the same 
relative candle power as an electric light 


It all depends on the size of the globe 
which is filled with the compound. A globe 
the size of an ordinary street electric arc 
light of 2000-candle power will give forth 
about the same strength light. On the oth- 
er hand, they can manufactured the size 
of the ordinary incandescent light for 
house use, and can be used in the house. 
hang'ng them wherever desired. Of course 
there is no way of “turning them out.” 
If darkness is desired they must be ‘‘hood- 
ed’’ in some manner, or put in a tight 
closet or tsnose4 of in some such manner, 
because these lights. are like Tennyson's 
hrook—they go on forever, or reasonably 
close to it. 

Mr. Harleman says that the light fs 
simple, and that he owes all he knows 
about it to the humble fireflies and glow- 
worms. He gathered his insniration and 
ideas from these, he said. and of months 
of patient experimenting and watching the 
habits of the firefly, this invention was 
born. In explaining this point he dwelt 
at some length on the habits of the fire- 
fiy and told how they gave forth their 
light. He said that he noticed that if a 
fireflye was kept away from the ound it 
would soon cease to give forth the glow, 
but that if allowed to reach the earth it 
soon arose “recharged,”’ so to speak. Then 
he discovered that after the fiv was 
“charged” it produced the ligh’ by inflating 
itself. This latter point eave him the point- 
er regarding filling the globes with com- 
pressed air. Then for long months he 
studied and worked to discover the mate- 
rials in the ground that would produce light 
when exposed to air. 

Step by step he advanced, being often 
baffled. but clinging to what had become a 
lahor of love. He went to New York about 
two years ago and took a laboratory suite 
with the Shoemaker Laboratory Co., and 
there he pushed his investigations to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. F'nallv he filled a six- 
ounce bottle with a fivid that he had com- 
nounded, and then after it had solidified 
he went into a dark room and blew into the 
bottle. and was’ overjoyed when the room 
was instantly liehted up by the bottle. His 
labors were ended.

Prof. Schurman Has Marked Views on 
Philippines Conditions.

Schurman, president of the first Philippine 
commission, who had an hour’s conferenc: 
with the President at the White House to- 
day, ts quoted in an evening paper as say- 
ine that there are some provinces in the 
Philippines, particularly In Mindanao and 
in the Sulu Islands, which will not b 
qualified for civil government for some 
generations to come. 

He is further quoted as saying he Is op- 
posed to the admission of the islands into 
the union as states because he believes 
“the union of states should be confined to 
the American continent. 

“In the first place they are not capable 
of self-government, a condition which is 
imperative before the islands could become 
states, and again they have nothing in com 
mon with us and little in common with 
themselves as they are composed of many 
different tribes, having different districts 
and religions, and some of them are in a 
condition analogous to the American In- 
dians a century or two ago,” are other 
reasons attributed to Prof. Schurman.

GONE BACK ON DOGS 


INDIANS ARE EATING FEWER 
CANINES THIS YEAR. 


SIOUX CITY, Io., June 29—Reservation 
Indians are showing the effects of the 
agency school at Winnebago; they are eat- 
ing less dog. The demand on the pound- 
master for dogs for stews shows it. Cilvili- 
zation is certainly marching on. The Win- 
nebago bill of fare is changing. much to 
the chagrin of Poundmaster Jorgenson. He 
submitted figures today that show start- 
ling changes from last year, even. 

The majority of the dogs sold go to the 
Indians at 5 cents apiece, 10 cents for extra 
fat ones. About 126 were thus disposed of 
to Indians in 1900; so far this year only 
about 20 have been purchased. Poundmas- 
ter Jorgenson is disgusted with his former 
good customers’ failure to purehase his 
goods. The only explanation is that the 
Indians are progressing in the steps of 
civilization from the roast dog stage to 
the roast beef stage, and in a short time 
will nomi nee nothing to the support of 
the dog pound. 

a) | tell you a gees. fat dog isn't such bad 
eating,’’ said the poundmaster. ‘The Iin- 
dians always ask for good, fat ones, and 
are not particular about the breed. They 
roast the whole darcass and pick up the 
pieces of flesh with a stick, eating the 
meat on a piece of bread. But I guess we

This assorted lot of im- 
prisoned dogs is the result of Dog Catcher 
James Cru ank’s labors in the past 
month. 

According to the report of Poundmaster 
Jorgenson, during the month of May, which 
was the opening of the dog-catching season, 
423 animals were caught, and of that num- 
ber 242, almost half, were killed and burned 
on the city dump, 127 being redeemed by 
the owners. Probably few more will be 
caught during the entire season, as the vig- 
ilance of the catcher results in the appre- 
hension of nearly all the stray dogs during 
the first month. 

The poundmaster is careful fe feed the 
imprisoned dogs something which will make 
them docile, rather than that which will 
add to their savage natures. Ancor ene? 
all articles of meat are cut out of their bill 
of fare, as such food would make it impos- 
sible to approach some of the dogs. Corn- 
meal mush, which has the opposite effect 
upon them, is fed the dogs three times a 
day, and a sufficient amount is fed them so 
that none will suffer. As dessert they are 
given refuse collected from the _ hotels 
which they eat with great relish. The mea} 
for each dog costs about a cent, as the city 
pays Dog Catcher Cruikshank 1% cents a 
meal for each dog fed at the pound,

England has so far succeeded in main- 
taining a suveriority over competing Amer- 
ican crews, but if brawn and brain and 
faithful training can wrest the honor from 
her this year will see the honors go to 
the Americans—where all other athletic 
honors have gone. 

If the blue and red of the University of 
Pennsylvania does not show in front on the 
day of the race of English eight-ouared 
crews it will not be because the followers 
of the institution have not supported its 
team, nor because Coach Ellis Ward has 
failed in attention to his proteges, nor be- 
cause the crew itself is wanting in determi- 
nation to conquer.

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GAINS MADE ON STRENGTH OF 
FOREIGN BUYING LOST. 


ADVANCE IN CORN IS NOTABLE 


Dry Weather Reports From the West 
Add Strength to the Corn 
Market. 


The wheat harvest is nearly over and 
in the Southwest the threshing machines 
are already working. The new wheat is 
pouring into the markets. 8t. Louis re- 
celved more than 100 cars last week froin 
Missouri, Illinois and Oklahoma. It was of 
exceptionally fine quality and sold readily 
at 684@64%c for No. 2 red. Some very fine 
hard was received and it brought 66e. 

Nearly all the new wheat received has 
been dry enough to mill immediately. Such 
&@ condition is unusual. Most new wheat 
is soft and damp. Owing to hot, dry weath.- 
er following the harvesting, the grulu sea: 
soned rapidly and is in perfect condition. 
The yleid of the new wheat is reported to 
be away beyond expectations. 

There has been a strong demand for new 
wheat for export, Yesterday 60,000 bushels 
of soft and 6,000 bushels of hard were svld 
for export and early in the week much 
more was sold to arrive. 

During the weeh Philadelphia exporters 
bought cash wheat, both hard and soit, 
very freely, and their purchases have 
= strength to the speculative market. 

The future wheat market was very un- 
settled last week. The week opened wiih 
everything favora’jle for the threshing of 
the new wheat crép, and new wheat began 
arriving in the marl;ets. It was quite nuat- 
ural for the speculfs.tors to get out of the 
way of the new cr Op. which is reported to 
be the largest America ever produced. Nat- 
urally it was expected that prices would go 
lower, and they did start downward, but 
they were checked by the foreign markets 
holding up strong. Each morning the cables 
reported higher openings for wheat and 
corn, and the close was the same. 
American markets would open a 
stronger in response to the foreign 
creases, but the close would invariably 
show declines. 

Americans couldn't exactly understand 
the foreign markets. There were reports 
that the French crop would be shert and 
that France pee would have to Mg § 
a good deal of wheat of us, maybe 36,000 
bu, but then there were always denials Ie 
lowing the reports of damage. The climax 
came Thureday, when it became known 
that Franco was buying heavily in Chi- 
cago for export. Exporters began buying 
here. With these favorable circumstances 
the market advanced sharply. Two or three 
big St. Louis bears were caught short on 
wheat by the vance and their covering 
forced the market up. July sold up to 
64%%c, — up to 65%¢ and December 


u fo 67' 

When the bears covered the market had 
no support, and’ prices dropped down. 
France did not continue to buy wheat, and 
the cables stated that the amount of wheat 
which France would have to import would 
be far less than at first intimated. 

So, in a day, all advances were lost. 

Yesterday uly closed \c off for the week, 
“oy Sept. was down %0, closing at 63c 


I wheat made a big advance during 
the week, and cloSed yesterday at 66@66%c 
asked, being an advance of %@2\%e for the 


week. 

Unless France buys more wheat in the 
United States early this week the tendency 
of the market will be downward. he 
American crop is so immense this year, 
being estimated at 700,000,000 bu, that the 
foreign demand will have to be very much 
larger than at present to hold prices up. 

Very little rain haa fallen in the corn 
states since the wheat harvest began. more 
than two weeks ago, and the plant is real- 
ly in danger of destruction. he weather 
has been extremely hot and there have 
been te complaints that the corn was 
bec ie n Kansas, western Missouri and 
Nebrask 

Ueiess rain falls within the next few 
days grain men fear that the plant will lye 
so stunted that ft will never recover. Gen- 
erally, when corn gets a poor start, it nev- 
er yields much no matter how favorable the 
weather conditions become later on. Jt has 
been dry so long in the corn belt of the 
West that grain men fear the plant has al- 
ready been damaged so ge y that good 
rains would not save it. he best informed 
men place the present condition of the 
whole crop at not much above 55. 

In Missouri there has been much cuom- 
plain of damage by drouth and the pres- 
ent condition of corn is esiitmnated to be 20 
points below this time last vear. In Kan- 
sas it is 10 points lower, six tn Iilfnois, 10 In 
lowa and five ip Nebraska. 

The unfavorable crop reports caused the 
grain speculators to turn thelr attention 
sd corn this week, but there was no heavy 

eculation. While everything was favor- 

le for the bulls to run prices up, there 
ae no disposition among the speculators 
to do so. Despite a few setbacks caused by 
heavy wheat declines, the market advanced 
gradually. July was neglected during the 
week and closed %c lower for the week. 

September, however, made strong gains, 
closing yesterday 1@1%¢ higher for the 
week at 444@44%c. 

Yesterday was a favorable bull day for 
corn.

“This is not a fight for wages,” sald 
President Shaffer, “but we are now in it 
and will stay in it fora union finish. There 
will be no more conferences until the 
American Sheet Steel Co. can give us better 
consideration. I have preached conserva- 
tim, and held to it for three years, but in 
return we get nothing but subjugation and 
humillation and now we revolt.

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Fossil sea urchin found in the Sahara. 


OM interesting conclusions in the 
geological history of the great Afri- 

can Gesert, based on the finding of a 
single fossil, are attracting the attention 


of the European savants. 

While geologists have in a general way 
regarded the Sahara as representing an an- 
client sea bottom, there has been wanting 
evidence of a direct character as to its 
age, though a consensus of opinion, {t may 
be said, had settled to the view that the 
sea had not extended beyond Libya and 
Nubia since secondary times. 

Some years back, however, a geographi- 
¢al ‘exploration made from Tripoll to Lake 

the desert, under the direc- 
tion of M. de Lannoy de Bissy, reported 
the finding of marine fossils between the 
oases of Bilma*and Agadem, among which 
the finder, Rohifs, stated that he had rec- 
ognized ammonites, but as he brought back 
no specimens it was thought that he was 
mistaken or that he had erred in some 


way. 


‘Still, his statement raised a doubt and 
presented a problem which students of the 
history of geological coast lines have been 
anxious to have solved. 

In his memorable journey in 1892 to Lake 
Tehad from Tripoli, Col. Montiel collected 

Agefom and Bilma a petrifaction, 


which upon examination was found to be @ 
fossil sea urchin of large size, its diameter 
being about four inches (the accompany- 
ing illustration of it is reproduced from 
the Bulletin of the Geological Society of 
France, but when it was compared with 
the specimens in the collections at Paris 
it was found to be very different from any 
known type. 

Recently a specialist, M. Gauthier, has 
recognized that this fossil belongs to a 
genus which was described in 1897 by Noet- 
ling from a specimen found in Beloochis- 
tan, which was collected in company with 
other species that fix the beds in which it 
was contained as contemporary with the 
Chalk of Maestrict (upper cretaceous), con- 
sequently it seems certain that at the time 
of the formation of this deposit a gulf of 
the Mediterranean extended to Libya, and 
that the sea itself, buttressed by Arabia 
and Sinai, covered Palestine, Syria and 
Persia and extended as far as India, while 
on the other hand the presence of the fos- 
sil sea urchin, Noetlinga Montellil, proves 
that in Africa the gulf passed the high- 
lands of Tibesti and at least reached the 
region of Lake Tchad. These deductoins 
profoundly modify the history of African 
geology as previously understood. It is not

MOVING PICTURES ON PLATES. 


[ EO KAMM, of London, has invented 


a camera in which the celluloid film 
is replaced by a circular glass plate. 
This is made to rotate rapidly by a multi- 
plying gear and at the same time to move 
laterally, so that when the image is formed 
upon it, by reason of its dual motion, a se- 
ries of pictures arranged in a spiral are 
produced. 

The plate is developed in the ordinary 
way and a positive taken from it. When 
it is desired to display the pictures the 
positive is placed in the camera and so ar- 
ranged that the beam from a lantern can 
pass through the lens. 

It is then rotated as before, and the suc- 
cession of pictures projected upon the 
screen reproduce the original movement. In 
the neighborhood of 600 pictures can be pho- 
tographed during the motion of a single 
plate at the rate of twelve or fourteen a 


second.

While the fangs of this little spider are 
eo weak that they generally penetrate only 
thin skin or some usually protected part 
of the body, there are instances where its 


bite has proved fatal. A young South 
Carolina farm laborer, strong as an ox, 


sloughing off of a finger which has been 
stung. Scorpions give birth to living young 
and carry the little scorpions about on their 
bodies until these are able to care for 
themselves. 

Vasps are good things to avold. The com- 
mon yellow wasp, or hornet, is found 
everywhere. There are a few extraordinary 
instances of death resulting from wasp 
stings. In 1897 a young English girl was 
bitten on the neck by one and experienced 
a choking sensation, accompanied by sc- 
vere pains in the stomach. She died in 15 
minutes. Simiair instances are known of 
death from the sting of a single bee. 

Wasps, ants and bees use praciically the 
same apparatus for stinging. It consists of 
a long tube or sheath, Inclesing from two 
to four sharp barbs or needies. These bards 
work up and down at the will of the insect. 
Bach barb is set with sharp teeth, which 
project downward, and which ordinarily 
fold down closely. When a bee uses its 
sting it first drives the sheath down and 
makes a slight puncture of the skin of 1.. 
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pest of woodmen and burrows its way into 
the skin of its victim by means of its 
sharp forelegs, is a species of flea. 

Mosquitoes use an apparatus located on 
the head and very similar to the sting of a 
bee for iniecting their poison. This poison 
is now known to be an animal microbe 
which causes malaria : 

Bugs have no poison sac, but some spe- 
cies are furnished with a rostrum, or beak, 
with which they puncture the skin. Cer- 
tain bugs and flles, among them the com- 
mon house files, often carry the germs of 
fewers and other discases. Yellow fever 
and typhoid fever are spread thus, and, 
during the Spanish war, it ts believed, 
that they were the worst enemies with 
which the surgeon-general'’s department had 
to contend. 

Most bugs carry a little bristle brush 
in their beaks with which they puncture 
the skin. The electric-light bug, which has 
become so well known of recent, years, 
sometimes inflicts a severe wound. The 
wheel bug sometimes gives a bite which 
severe inflammation.

It will be large enough to ac- 
commodate 4,000,000 cubic feet of gas and 
big enough for the Planters’ Hotel to sit 
inside it. It will have a diameter of 210 
feet and a height of 145 feet. ‘The Planters’ 
Hotel is three feet higher than this and of 
equal diameter. 

The largest gas holder the Laclede com- 
pany has at this time has but one-fourth 
the capacity of the new tank. 

- ‘The construction of this giant gas holder 
It will end in 
October. Ths steel guide frame is building 
now. It is to be a four-section telescopic 
tank in which the gas will be forced with a 
pressure of three pounds to the cubic inch. 


Sy ‘When the tank contains but a small quan- 


“tity of gas it will stand but 35 feet above 
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the ground. As additional gas is forced in 
it carries up the second section of the tele- 
scope. When the full capacity of the first 
and second sections have been filled with 
gas the third section will rise, and then 
the fourth, making the tank 145 feet high 
‘when holding 4,000,000 cubic feet of gas. 
Every day the sections in the great tank 
wil] rise and fall in the steel frame. Every 
morning the tank will have fallen to one 
Or two sections, for during the night there 
will have been the heaviest drain upon its 
contents. In the evening it will present a 


-fuily inflated appearance, the topmost sec- 


tion towering to a height of 145 feet. 


ee The joints of these sections are sealed 


ge a with water.- Each section rises out of 
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water and carries the water up with it. 
This prevents any escape of the gas. 

The cap of the great tank will be made 
of light steel. The gas of itself will ex- 
ert very little pressure, not enough to 
carry up the sections and the steel cap. 
It is for this reason that the gas is pumped 
into the tank under pressure. The weight 
of the steel cap upon the gas gives the 
pressure which forces it through the pipes 
of the city. It is just like every other gas 
reservoir except that, like many another 
thing in the New St. Louis, it is built upon 
a bigger and more elaborate plan. 

People living around the corners of Chou- 
teau and Newstead will have in the new 
gas tank the most unique neighborhood 
structure in St. Louls. Sometimes it will 
be immensely big and at other times but 3 
feet high, not as tall as many of the 
houses around. Sonretimes it wiil obstruct 
the view through the neighborhood and 
sometimes it will not. Imagine having 
in the vicinty of your home a great struct- 
ure which is one size in the morning, an- 
other size at noon and still another size at 
night. Thée Maine men who gambled per- 
sistently upon the length of time a fly 
would sit in one place had tame sport com- 
pared with what the men around Newstead 
and Chouteau may have wagering on the 
height of the big gas tank. And it will be 
a catchy declaration for the neighborhood 
boy to boast: 

“T can throw over the gas tank!”’ 

In addition to this big gas tank, the New 
St. Louis is to have a fourth lighting com- 
pany. The Laclede Power Co., a separate 
corporation, will begin electric lighting in 
August of this year. The company has 
heretofore confined itself to electric power. 


a capaciy .or 4,0U0,0U0 cubic ieet of gas and is 
enough ‘to contain the Planters’ hotel. 
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The extent to which its lighting plant will 
be built will depend upon the encourage- 
ment received when the company begins 
electric lighting in August. 

Samuel M. Dodd, president of the Mis- 
souri-Edison Electric Co., says that, with 
the extensions mentioned the City of St 
Louis has lighting capacity for a com- 
munity of a million people.

E are building the new gas holder 

VW to keep pace with the growth of 

St. Louis. It is the largest exten- 
sion we have ever made, and is purely an 
addition to our plant.

Last year we made an addition of 2,000,000 
cubic feet to the capacity of our gas plant 
at Second and Convent streets. This year 
we increased it another million and a 
quarter cubic feet. j 

The big holder we are building at Chou- 
teau and Newstead avenues will serve the 
double purposs of adding to our capacity 
and affording a better distribution of gas 
than we have at this time. It will be com- 
plete in October. 

Our new gas reservoir will have four 
times the capacity of the largest holder 
we have now. It is the largest steel holder 
west of New York City. 

There will doubtless be other extensions 
in the lighting properties of St. Louis be- 
tween this time and the opening of the 
Fair, but these will be determined upon 
when the need for additional service ex- 
ists. 
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One Member Has Been En- 
gaged im the Work 41 Years 
and Has Cut Out Over 
0,000 Shrouds. 


DOZEN charitable women 
Louis make. from two to 
shrouds a week. 

The Shroud Sewing Society, which is now 
a branch of the Hebrew Associated Chari- 
ties, had its birth in 1854. For many years 
it worked independently, earning consider- 
able sums from month to month with which 
to relieve the needs and misfortunes of 
deserving poor. Lately the Shroud Sewing 
Club combined with the Associated Chari- 
ties and its earnings go into the common 
treasury. 

Mrs. Lewis Godlove of 2344 Whittemore 
place is now the president of the Shroud 
Sewing Club, which meets at her house 
once a week. It is under her roof, too, that 
a stock of ready-made shrouds is kept. In 
fact it is always the society’s president 
who cares for the rather grewsome para- 
phernalia of death. 

For 23 years Mrs. L. Steinberger of 611 
N. Whittier street was the president of the 
club, and the cutter of shrouds. While she 
has transferred the dignity of the office 
to younger shoulders, she still retains the 
cutting. In 41 years of the club's existence 
no other member has ever stuck a pair 
of scissors into the material of a shroud.

| HAVE been a member of the Shroud 


in st. 
three 


Sewing Club since 1860. For 23 years 
I was its president. 

In the 41 years of my membership I have 
never missed a shroud sewing bee, for 1 
am the cutter of the club. As we usually 
make two shrouds a day, I may safely say 
that I have cut not less than 5000 shrouds. 

All orthdox Hebrews, and some not ortho- 
dox, want to be buried in a shroud. Yes, 
women as well as men. Our club is noth- 
ing more than an aid society, and we de- 
vote the proceeds of our handiwork (o 
charity. Those who can pay for their 
shrouds do so, and our prices run all the 
way from $5 to $2. The poor get them 
for the asking. 

There is no difference in the linen; the 
shrouds for the rich and poor are cut off 
the same roll. Only absolutely pure linen 
is used. That's an unwritten law and we 
observe it strictly. Irish linen would not 
do, because it is mixed with cotton. 

When we sew shrouds and do not know 
who is to wear them, that is, when we sew 
for persons still in life, we use the ma- 
chine. But when we sew a shroud for 4 
person already dead we observe certain pe- 
cullarities in the manner of sewing. In that 
case the shroud is sewed entirely by hand. 
No knot is tied at the end of the thread, 
and no back stitch is made. The signifi- 
cance of it I can hardly tell. It’s an old 
tradition. The leaving off ef the knot 
means that nothing in the makeup of the 
last garment should hinder its wearer in 
his unknown journey. The forward stitch- 
ing signifies the progress of the flight of the 
soul toward eterna! life. f 

All shrouds are cut alike, long and wide, 
and the only difference is made in the, 
trimming. A yard and three-quarters long, 
the shroud covers the feet. The arms are 
encased in sleeves which fall to the wrist 
and there they are gathered to form ruf- 
files. The neck is fashioned in the same 
way. 

A man wears a collar besides, which 
reaches to the shoulders, and a white cap. 
Only the handsomest lace is used for 
shrouds worn by the wealthy. You, would 
be surprised to see what exquisite lace I 
buy. The female shroud is even more elab- 
orate than the male. It is finished with a 
lace jabot down the front, which gives the 
garment of death the appearance of a ball 
dress. Mrs. Baum, who is very tasty, 
makes all the lace jabots. She has done 
this for years. 

We can make about two shrouds in an 
afternoon and it takes 15 yards of linen 
for the two. You can see that we put a 
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good deal of work into the making of these 
shrouds, when seven or eight ladies stitch 
away busily to complete the allotted task. 

The ladies come willingly. The president 
generally sends out invitations, when her. 
stock of shrouds runs low, to as many as 
she needs to replenish it, and they always 
respond to the call. I must say, though, 
we accomplish more when the number is 
limited. Why? Can’t you guess? Ten 
women do just twice as much chattering 
as five, don’t you think? 

I forgot to tell you that the orthodox 
Jewess who is buried in a shroud also re- 
ceives the face veil, which is cut of the 
finest tulle purchasable. The veil goes with 
the shroud, just as the cap goes with the 


male’s burial garment. It is a very pretty 
custom to be buried tn a shroud, and many 
Hebrews like to observe it. Some buy their 
own linen and lay 4t away for the day 
when they will need it. Then a member of 
thé family notifies the president of the 
Shroud Sewing Club and we meet to sew 
the dead person's final garment. It is in 
this case that we observe the little cere- 
monial about leaving off the knot and sew- 
ing only with forward stitches. 
Sometimes our receipts are quite large, 
especially in the winter, when deaths are 
more numerous, and then we meet regu!ar- 
ly once a week and are kept quite busy. 
Before we affiliated with the Associated 
Charities we frequently had $1500 in

The young American became known 
to the baroness through his clever work, 
and she made him an offer of $10,000 to 
ride for her this season. Rigby accepted 
and went to Paris February 16. 

In addition to this salary he also has 
a second call of $2000 for eight months end- 
ing in October. In his latest letter to the 
relatives of his wife, who are intensely 
proud of his achievements, he wrote that 
he had received an offer of $12,000 for next 
year. This was before he rode the winner 
in the Grand Prix race. His relatives ex- 
pect to receive a letter shortly announcing 
that he has had much higher offers. 


According to the letters Rigby has writ- 
ten home, he already has won about $30,000 
by his riding this season in the gay French 
capital. As the season is not far advanced, 
he expects to increase his earnings to $60,-

His .etters show that he is ambitigus and 
sanguine, 

Rigby rode in England last year at 106 
pounds. His contract this year calls for 
112 pounds, which, he says, delights him, 
as it eliminates the necessity of training 
down so far.

The next day Rigby sat astride the win- 
ner of the Grand Prix—which is to France 
what the Derby is to England. 

Then at Ascot Heath America again 
showed to the fore. Danny Maher, ex- 
bootblack, rode Foxhall Keene’s Senop and 
won the Ascot Stakes, Johnnie Reiff of 
Findlay, O., plloted William C. Whitney’s 
Water Shed in the winning of the Trial 
Stakes, 

These successes have again called atten- 
tion to the American jockey abroad. 

His number is augmented upon the ar- 
rival of pretty nearly every steamship at 
Liverpool or Southampton, until now it is 
safe to say there are at least twoscore 
American riders in England and on the 
Continent. 

Of this number only about a dozen have 
achieved conspicuous success, but s0 
marked have been the triumphs of such 
boys as Sloan, Henry, Rigby, Maher, the 
Reifts, Jenkins and a few others that the 
riding methods of Europe have been prac- 
tically revolutionized. That this is so is 
due entirely to Tod Sloan (James Tod- 
hunter Sloan of the Waldorf-Astoria and in 
Hyde Park, if you please). 

His peculiar style of riding when he first 
ventured on the English turf subjected him 
to ridicule. Now this style has been very 
generally adopted. No longer do the En- 
glish jockeys and turf followers sneer at 
it. Instead, the former imitates it to the 
best of their ability, and have won many a 
race which they might have lost had they 
stuck to the old style which has been in 
vogue in England throughout the history of 
racing. 

Sloan went abroad a few years ago and 
followed the style which had made him so 
successful here. He sits crouching upon 
the animal's neck, thus taking his weight 
from the back and hind legs, and giving 
the horse the aid of this weight in his 
leaps. When the British public first saw 
him ride he was openly insulted. But at 
length the British gained wisdom. They 
saw Sloan, the little Reiff brothers, Danny 
Maher, *“Skeets"’ Martin, Fred Taral, Ben 
Rigby, Milton Henry and others win race

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not impress us with the idea that he is a 
fine horseman.

Of Lester Reiff, who won the Derby for 
Mr. Whitney, British turf writers have 
praise which one occasionally finds damned 
by faintness. They cannot but admire this 
boy's skill and regard him as the best 
rider, with the possibly exception of Danny 
Maher, in England, now that Tod Sloan is 
taking an enforced rest. 

eiff has been pretty uniformly success- 
ful since he first went to England, and it 
has become a habit with many persons to 
back all the mounts of Reiff and his tiny 
brother, Johnnie. Nor has this been an 
unprofitable experiment when not carried 
too far, for the Reiff boys have shown 
themselves to be very consistent jockeys. 

Johnnie Reiff is, perhaps, the most popu- 
lar of the Yankee boys with the public, not 
only because of his skill, but because of his 
size and age. He is only 15 years old and 
has ridden as low as 7% pounds. As an in- 
stance of the regard in which he is held it 
need only be related that when Queen Vic- 
toria died, Johnnie, who was then at his 
home in Findlay, O., cabled his condolences 
to the King.

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SCHOOL for the education and de- 
velopment of practical potters is to 
be added to the St. Louis School of 

Fine Arts. Or, rather, it is to be developed 
out of the classes in ceramic decoration 
that have been taught in the school for 
the past two years. 

All that is needed at the school—which Is 
located at Nineteenth and Locust streets 
and {is a branch of Washington university— 
is the proper sort of kiln. It is believed 
that the money necessary to build this kiln 


will be forthcoming, and that the full- 
fledged pottery school may be started next 
year. 

There is a kiln at the school already. 
But it is not sufficiently large or up-to- 


, 


date to produce the best results. This kiln 
is located in the packing room of the fine 
stone Art School building. 


For two years it has been used by the 
classes in ceramic decoration and, under 
the supervision of Miss Henrietta Ord 
Jones, the members of these classes have 
produced a number of very beautiful and 
artistic specimens of decorated earthern- 
ware. 

But these-classes did not shape their own 
specimens. They simply did the decorating 
on porcelain urns, plates, etc., furnished 
them. 

When the new kiln is put in position it 
is the intention of Miss Jones to teach her 
classes to shape their own vessels from the 
clay .as well as to subsequently decorate 
them. 

Such schools are not numerous in Ame- 


ca. It Is said that there is only one other 
private pottery school, and that is connect- 
ed with the Sophia Newcomb art school in 
New Orleans. 

Miss Jones, who has charge of the class, 
is a former student of the art school. Sub- 
sequently she studied in New York. Though 
her home is in Philadelphia, she has spent 
most of her time in St. Louis for several

HW writer has been asked to give a 
comparison of the English and 
American unliersity rowing methr ds, 

and he will endeavor briefly to do so under 
four heads: 

1. The method of selection of 
crews. 

2. Style of rowing. 

3. Boats and rigging. 

4. Training. 

The aystem by which the English uni- 
versity crews are supplied with material 
gives them a decided advantage over us. 
The men begin to row when school boys; 
they then, when fairly proficient, row on 
thefr respective college crews, where the 
rivalry is very great. 

From these college crews, which repre- 
sent a large number of men who have had 
careful coaching and a vast amount of row- 
ing, the most likely men are selected, with, 
of course, any number of excellent substi- 
tutes in case some of the men go wrong. 

Here the ‘varsity crews are selected on 
@ much more meagre plan, as tho class 
crews, which are very often poorly 
equipped, supply the materia], and as a 
rule there are only three classes to draw 
from, for the freshman crew i kept by 
itself. In a number of universities here 
one or two class crews often disband before 
their senior years. And it actually occurs 
quite frequently that a man has rowed in 
_@n American ‘varsity race in June who 
has never sat in a shell nor handled a 
‘Sweep before the spring of the same year. 

The nearest thing to the English system 
which we have here is that originated at 
Harvard, |. ¢., of having two boat clubs, 
the Weld and the Newell. Each boat club 
has ciass and department crews, wh.ch 
-- foOw against those of the other ¢lub.

LEANDER vs. “UNIMERSITY or PENNSYLMANIA. 
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The British and Pennsylvania Men Are Now at Henley Getting in Form for the International Regatta, July 2, 3 and 4. 


The following is a description of the Eng- 
lish stroke, as it was explained and prac- 
tically demonstrated tn a boat to the writer 
by Mr. Lehmann when he was at Pough- 
Kkeepsi ec. 

When on the full reach the arms are per- 
fectly straight, with the exception of a 
slight arching upward of the inside wrist 
(the one nearest the rowlock), and the 
Knees are held fairly near together, the 
inside knee (nearest rowlock), at the arm- 
pit. The catch, i. e., the first part of the 
heave, is made sharply with a spring off 
the stretchers (the foot rest), a liitie in 
advance in point of time of the start of 
the slide, then with a long, hard, straight 
heave of the body the legs are viciously 
driven down. The shoulders are taken very 
far past the perpendicular toward the bow. 

The Englishmen insist on a good position 
of the seat, making the men sit well up on 
the bony prominences, without any slump- 
ing back on the back part of the seat— 
which gives a long, graceful swing. 

The elbows are not bent Until late in the 
stroke, and then are brought in close to 
the sides, the hands being brought in firm- 
ly to the chest, dropped and shot aut, this 
latter movement being done mostly by the 
inside arm; the feather also being done by 
the inside hand and wrist (nearest row- 
lock). 

The hands are released from the body 
and are shot eut a little before the trunk 
starts on the recover. 

While the slide is not suddenly Jumped 
off on the recover, it travels faster on the 
first part of the recover than toward the 
end. 

The arms are made perfectly straight be- 
fore the full reach is gained, while the 
body and slide are mosi @arefully and 
gently stopped, to prevent the dropping on 
the full reaoh, and the siopping »/ the he d- 
way of the boat between sitroxes. 

The blade enters the water straight up 
and down, with no bevel. 

By bevel is meant the dipping of the 
lower edge of the blade toward the bow. 

The blade ie at once covered, but only 
covered, not buried. It Is brought through 
the water (or rather the blade is s‘ightly 
brought through, and the boat is put 
ahead) on the same level, leaving the water 
almost squarely, with the top of the blade 
inclined very slightly toward the bow. 

The feather, which is nearly flat, ts car- 
ried until the hands are well clear of the 
knees; the full reach ts attained as de- 
scribed above, and the stroke begins again. 

These fundamental principles were the 
ones which Robert Cook got from the Eng- 
lishmen many years Ago for the basis of 


the Yale stroke, and this stroke, which was

been changed from time to time, even by 
Yale herself, by the advice of both amateur 
and professional coaches, for the better 
perhaps in some cases. 

These innovations have been so many 
that we now, in finished American crews, 
have many differences of style. A few wi.l 
be described below: 

1. The length of reach differs materia!- 
lv among different crews, although Cornell 
and Yale after their trips abroad brought 
back the belief that the Englishmen’'s long- 
er reach was the beiter, and most Amer- 
ican crews adopted it. 

2. The bevel of the blade, explained above 
differs in different crews. Pennsylvanias 
winning crew last year, for instance, put 
the blade in squarely, while Cornell had a 
decided bevel. 

3. The length of feather and the flatness 
of it varies itn different American crews 

4. The mode of recover on the slide is 
algo noticeably varied, one crew starting 
the side o ffon the recover with a decided 
jump and gradually slowing it down to 
the end of the recover, while another crew 
will strive for a_ slow put even slide 
throughout the recover without the varia- 
tion of speed at the beginning and end; 
and the length of the slide differs materia!- 
ly in different crews. 

5. The drop of the hands at the end of 
the stroke (which brings the blade out of 
the water) lacking in professionai scullers, 
has been eliminated in the teachings of 
various coaches, 

6. Some coaches have given up the 
lish idea of starting the shoulders 
the beginning of the stroke before the slide 
starts, and start everything together when 
putting on the power. 

7. There is a decided difference in opin- 
ion as to when the arms should be bent, 
some thinking that they should be bent as 
soon as the stroke is begun, while others 
stick to the straight arm for the first part 
of the herve. 

&. The distance between the knees varie# 
decidedly in different boats. 

9 The position on the seat, the bend of 
the back and the position of the head show 
marked differences. 

Each of these changes from the Engiish 
standard has ite advocate, and whether 
they have added speed is an open question. 

The various styles have won, and a num- 
ber of our oaremen claim that the speed 
of a crew is not so much due to its par- 
ticular style of stroke as to the fact of the 
crew being perfectly “together” and 
smooth. 4 

Be this as it may, various forms of stroke 
have win university races here.

crews of the last two years were all differ- 
ent on style of stroke. 

Perhaps the most radical departure we 
have made from the English standard is 
in the distance of the swing past the per- 
pendicular toward the bow. 

This we have shortened. When Mr. Leh- 
mann came over to coach the Harvard 
crew, he made the men go very far bac, 
and this probably what tired his men 
out so fearfully and brought defeat. Ens«- 
lishmen, who have rowed since boyhood, 
and have gone so far back, as Mr. — 
says in his article in this issue, ‘till they 
almost fall into the bottom of the boat,” 
have developed the abdominal muscles 
(which bring them to the upright position 
again) to such a degree that they can 
stand the strain of these muscles as long 
as they can bear the wear and tear on the 
other rowing muscles—but not so with 
Americans, who have not been used to this 
extreme back swing since boyhood. 

With Harvard, under Lehmann, it was 
simply a case of the abdominal muscles 
giving out before the others. 

Perhaps Englishmen are slightly ahead of 
us In boat building. They were a few years

For instance, no one could say that the 
Yale and Cornell crews that went abroad 
were the best of their respective years, nor 
that the Pennsylvania men now at Heh'ey 
could win the Poughkeepsie regatta this 
year.

ITNESS is beauty, but what is the 
beauty which is fitness—in human 
proportions? 

After many years of experiments and 
2000 pupils in modeling I can tell you of 
some results. 

By analyses and measurements of an- 
tique sculptures and of life, I find the 
classic type demands a ratio in weight or 
bulk of 1 to 16 of the head to the body. 
The idea may be thus expressed in a ta-

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the minister's novel. In the first chapter 
Mr. Billingsley accepts an invitation from 
Mr. Emerson, a wealthy member of his 
congregation, to visit the portions of the 
city where the poorer classes live. They 
visit ‘‘cheap and dirty lodging houses, pick 
their way through dark and narrow alleys, 
and tramp into narrow, crowded tene- 
ments.’’ 

“One of the places of chief interest,’’ the 
story says, ‘was a saloon on South Broad- 
way with a flaring yellow front where they 
were informed that for 5 cents they could 
secure a glass of beer and permission to 
remain all night.’’ 

While in this saloon a fight occurs, and a 
young man who has been beaten by a 
gambler is arrested for creating a disturb- 
ance, The minister leaves the place and 
continues his rounds of the neighborhood. 

Then Mr. Billingsley moralizes in a fash- 
ion that might be interesting to Excise 
Commissioner Seibert, but probably more 
interesting to some others who held office 
before saloon lights were quenched by the 
law's order at la.m. At this stage the 
book says: 

‘Just that moment they passed a saloon, 
and as the screen.door swung open to the 
push of a staggering sot, they caught the 
gound of music within, and the shout of 
bacchanalian revelry. A litt'e furthor al ng 
the street on the opposite side was another, 
with its red lights and streaming odors; on 
the corner beyond were two more, and the 
low dives that filled the block all sold 
liquor, whether with or without license it 
seemed to the minions of the law to mat- 
ter not. Rev. Mark Billingsley thought of 
all this, and wondered that the iniquity 
of it had never before impressed him. ‘The 
state,’ he thought, ‘licenses this business; 
that is, permits it for a consideration. And 
what is it that it permits? Murder mills! 
Every all-night saloon is a rendezvous for 
thieves, assassins and harlots. The state 
permits it; and who constitute the state? 
The people; the people that dwell in these 
dark places; the people that are members 
of my church.’ But then he thought of 
the spectacle he had just seen; the tired, 
discouraged, friendless men, who were ai- 
lowed an all-night shelter for the price of 
a mug of beer. ‘Would my deacons permit 
me to open our fine church as a shelter for 
those men?’ The preacher was becoming 
confused; that is often, the first resuit of 
attempting to think."’ 

Though digressing frequently to illustrate 
his ideas on the subject he touches forcibly, 
the reverend author carefully retains the 
thread of his story. He noticed the face of 
the young man arrested in the yellow-ront 
saloon. He noticed also the face of a pale, 
sickly young woman who feil in a faint 
as she accosted him for aid while he was 
hurrying from his boarding house to meet 
Mr. Bmerson. He visited the City Hospital 
next day to inquire about her condition 
and cheer her in her misfortune and found 
~that the woman was sie who once reigne] 
in the social world of his native town, she 
at whose feet he bent in supplication, Vir- 
ginda Wilson. She tells him that she mar- 
ried after he left to a young man of fine 
family, of whom her relatives approved, 
but who proved to be a worthless drunk- 
ard. Finally he was forced to leave home. 
She followed him devotedly, but, miles 
away from home and friends, he left her 
for the saloon and made her an outcast in 
a strange land. 

Later the minister Giscovers that the hus- 
band of Virginia Wilson is none other than 
the youth whose arrest he witnessed in 
the barroom. The discovery comes about 
after the bDibulous youth wanders into one 
of Mr. Billingsley’s revival meetings one 
night and is converted. 

As the story is being printed serially, 
and only a few chapters have yet appeared, 
Dr. Tyrrell is not ready to tell the entire 
story., But from what he is willing to 
say about it, it appears that the minister 
who believed that his church was a 
“Church of Heavenly Help,"’ reunited Vir- 
ginia and her husband after reforming the 
latter and made them happy the balance 
of their lives,

Whether love crept into the lives of Mr. 
Billingsley and his devoted co-worker and 
ended in their joint visit to another min- 
ister, Dr. Tyrrell will not divulge at pres- 
ent. 

He explains, though, that. the minister 
continues his efforts te aid the poor in all 
parts of the city, visit the hospital and be 
a benefactor to as many as possible. He 
urged his rich congregation not to revel 
in their wealth but to glory in giving to 
the poor to make them happy. He even 
criticised the churches for sticking more 
closely to creed than to helping sinners 
and sufferers. 

‘“‘And finally,’ says Dr. Tyrrell, “he runs 
afoul of the Westminster Confession.”’ 
Here is a sample episode from one of the 
first chapters of Dr. Tyrrell’s novel: 

“They were both glad to get out onee 
more into the wintry air and tramp off 
along the narrow street, wondering how 
low a human being can sink. They had seen 
the tenements, with their desolation and 
despair; the saloons, with their brilliant 
equipment for cultivating the devil in man; 
the lodging. houses of the poor; the low 
dives where wretchedness endeavored to 
masquemde in the garb of gaiety, and they 
remembered that they were surrounded by 
that section of the city which is called the 
slums, with a far denser population than 
that of Westmoreland or Washington 
boulevard. Here were theaters, libraries, 
hotels, drinking and gambling places, bowl- 
ing alleys, brothels—everything but church- 
es. Of them that part of the city seemed 
to be entirely free, with the exception of 
a few Catholic churches, where the priests 
said mass and carried on a more or less 
systematic work of mingled religion and 
charity. ‘Well, what do you think of it?’ 
asked Bmerson. ‘Think, Brother Emerson, 
I can't think. I had no idea that there was 
such a multitude of my fellowmen living 
under such conditions. There are literally 
thousands of them! And here we are, seekK- 
ing our own personal comfort and security, 
while these lives are wrecked, and every 
staggering wretch, every lost woman, every 
abandoned child can say, ‘No man cares for 
my soul,’”’ 

‘ ‘But then you must remember they care 
very little for themselves.’ ‘But ought not 
that little to be cultivated? Why shouldn't 
we Christians make our homes down in 
this section, and maintain here some of 
our best churches, and see if we can't 
change the character of the people?’ 

“ ‘Tt's a big problem. We should have to 
teach these people to like other things. 
Most of them are so accustomed to their 
ways that you can't change them.’ 

“ ‘But the children,’ put in the minister 
eagerly, ‘surely we can save them?’ 

“'Oh, yes, we can do something. But your 
shrewd urchin soon discovers that the most 
influential man in the ward is not the mis- 
sion superintendent, but the saloon keeper; 
and while he may patronize your mission 
and wear your second-hand clothing and go 
on your fresh air excursions, when it comes 
to adopting an ideal, he takes the ward 
boss every time in preference to the mis- 
sion superintendent.’ 

‘* ‘Seems to me that the whole thing re- 
volves around the. saloon.’ 

‘* *Yes, the saloon is the chief feature of 
this landscape, but what are you going to 
do about #t? Would you shut up the sa- 
loons and the /breweries, and add to the 
number of unemployed?’ 

‘“*T confess I'm puzzled,’ said the min- 
ister. ‘But I want to thank you for your 
kindness in spending the night with me 
in this way. I have been so deeply in- 
terested I have had no thought of fatigue.’ 

“ "That's the proper word, it has been in- 
teresting, not pleasant. But don’t mention 
it, ITLam glad I could be of some little ser- 
vice to you in giving you a cross-section 
view of the population of the city." The 
two men shook hands warmly as they part- 
ed for the night. Emerson called a cab 
and was driven to his comfortable home, 
Billingsley took an owl car and, soon his 
latch key let him into his boarding house, 
and he went to his room and to bed.

what was he to do today? With a start, 
he remembered the poor woman who had 
been hurried off in the ambulance to the 
City Hospital, and resolved to go at once 
after his study hours and see how she 
fared. ‘Now, Mr. Billingsley, I think ypu 
had better not waste your time over such 
creatures,’ protested his landlady, when he 
told her of his intention. ‘No doubt she is 
just a peggar, or perhaps worse, and the 
city will take care of her.’ ‘But I think 
the citizens should mix a liftle of the milk 
of human kindness with their official care 
of the helpless and depepdent classes,’ said 
the young man warmly, and before noon 
he was on his way to the great rambling 
building in which the City of St. Louis ad- 
ministered relief to the unfortunates.’’ 

“A Dangerous man” is Dr. Tyrrell’s first 
novel. He has only regently entered the 
field of fiction. Prior to beginning his novel 
he wrote a sketch called ‘“‘The Runaways” 
and a few other short stories for the Chris- 
tian Publishing Co. He has for years, how- 
ever, been a contributor to religious publi- 
cations and is regarded as a vigorous writer 
en church subjects. 

Dr. Tyrrell is well known in 8t. Louis. 
For many years he was pastor of Central 
Christian Church, Grand and Finney ave- 
nues, Later he went to Chicago and some 
months age accepted a call to return to 
St. Louis as pastor of Mt. Cabanne Church. 
He has appeared with success upon the 
stump as well as in the pulpit. Dr. Tyrrell 
is a native of California and will pay a 
visit to his native state in a few weeks.

OU -ask why I write the book, “A 

Y Dangerous Man.” I might reply, 
because the publishers want a 

dtory. But the real reagon lies deeper. It 
seems to me that the man who can put 
his message into story form is assured a 
wider circle of readers than the mere es- 
sayist or preacher. So I have decided to 
write a story, setting forth some of the 
inequalities of our social state, and making 
a plea for change. It is my wish to teach 
a lesson on the evils of mere money getting, 
the wreck and ruin of drink, and the 


tyranny and oppression of creeds as ordi- 


narily used. I hope to show that society 
is an organism; that its stratification is 
unnatural, and produces upheavals; that as 
the Apostle Paul puts it, ‘‘We are members 
one of another,’ the tramp and the mil- 
lionaire, the society belle and the kitchen 
maid, and ‘‘No man liveth to himself.” 

No, I am not a socialist, as the word 1s 
commonly understood. I try to bea Chris- 
tian seven days in the week, and my book 
will be a plea for that sort of Christianity. 
The congestion of wealth in few hands and 
consequent poverty and wretchedness at 
the opposite extreme arise chiefly from the 
private manipulation of public resources. 
The most hopeful thing about our human 
nature is its improvableness. In govern- 
ment and industry there is room for vast 
improvement, and I believe this improve- 
ment will come about through the further 
and completer application of the teachings 
of Christ to all human affairs. 

I do not see why the preacher of the 
gospel should limit himself to one literary 
form. The sermon style is good, but if he 
can use the parable, the poem, the alle- 
gory, the drama, why not? The truths of 
divine revelation are presented to us in 
every possible literary form. We have 
poetry, legend, tradition, annals, history, 
biography, proverbs, sermons, letters, etc. 
The parable of the prodigal son could eas: ily 
be expanded into a thrilling story of mod- 
ern life. It is a novelette. I believe that 
the preacher should cultivate these different 
styles of expression never losing sight of 
his great purpose, the establishment of 
men in the truth.

Ac- 
cording to the latest figures, there are 
54,600 white children of school age, 16,090 In- 
dians and 4660 negroes. 

The Indians and the negro freedmen have 
a school system for their children, but the 
benefits of these institutions are not ex- 
tended to the whites. These latter are ‘‘in- 
truders,’’ having moved into a territory 
where all the land is held in common by 
the Indfans and the freedmen, who aré 
classed as Indians by the government. The 
whites live here only by sufferance of the 
reds. They come at their own hazard, 
and one of the must serious risks they take 
lies in this almost utter absence of school 
facilities for their children.

the large towns of the territory, so far as 
public schools were concerned. In the 
larger towns ‘there were private schools, 
colleges and seminaries, but no public 
schools until after the United States town- 


site commissions had platted and appraised 


the towns and the lots had been purchased 
by the occupants from the Indian nations. 

When this was done, public schools were 
possible for the towns. Under the Indian 
ownership of the land, the property cannot 
be taxed. Under individual white owner- 
ship, it can be taxed. It is taxed, tin towns 
where the whites have purchased the lots 
upon which years ago they built homes 
and stores and milis—taxed for public 
school and other purposes. 

But out in the country, on 
prairies, in the river timber, among the 
rolling hills, every foot of the land be- 
longs, in common, to the citizen—or Indlan 
freedman—popuilation of the Indian Nation, 
in which it is located. It cannot be taxed. 
Though the whites greatly outnumber the 
Indians, their children can have no schools. 

It is said by competent observers that 
more Indian children than whites in these 
benighted districts are able to sign their 
names. The white children of parents too 
poor to send their offspring into town to a 
subscription school, or to a college, grow 
up totally ignorant, unless it happens that 
their mothers or fathers can find time and 
have the inclination and ability to teach 
them. 

Possibly nowhere else in the world do 
children of a dark race enjoy educational 
advantages superior to those of their white 
neighbors. In Indian Territory, as a rule,

A Careful Study of the Remnants of the Tribes 
Prepared for the Sunday Post-Dispatch by a St. 
Louisan Who Has Mastered the Subiect. 
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By CHARLES E. CUTTER. 


N THE United States there are 138 In- 
] dian reservations distributed among 23 
states. The total Indian population is 
The reservations are apportioned 
as follows: Arizona, 11; Callfornia, 5; 
Colorado, 1; Idaho, 4; Indian Territory, 12; 
Iowa, 1; Kansas, 5; Michigan, 3; Minne- 
sota, 9; Montana, 6; Nebraska, 5; Nevada, 
4; New Mexico, 4; New York, 8; North 
Carolina, 1; North Dakota, 4; Okla- 
Oregon, 5; South Dakota, 
2; Washington, 20; Wiscon- 
7; Wyoming, 1. These reservations 
have an area of 77,865,373 acres. 

Outside the five civilized tribes only 96,872 
Indians wear the clothes of the white men 
wholly and 24,842 in part. This leaves al- 
most 182,000 “blanket” Indians, or those 
whe still adhere to their aboriginal cos- 
tume, Forty-three thousand Indians can 
read Wnglish and 6,000 can use it enough 
fer er@inary purposes. About 26,000 dwell- 
ings are inhabited by Indians, and more are 
being buflt every year. 

Of the total number of Indians in the 
country, @,270 receive a daily ration from 
the government, while 12,570 are given as- 
sistance occasional issues. This is a 
total ef exclusive of the 20,000 children 
whe attend the boarding schools provided 
for them. The remainder live by fishing 
ané hunting, selling their Indian wares and 
eultivating the soil, etc. The total cost of 
subsistence ts about $1,231,000 per annum. 

A sum, aggregating $1,600,000, is paid out 
annually te Indians by the government, the 
per capita ranging from $265 down to %W 
centa This money is derived from interest 
en trust funds in the United States Treas- 
ury belonging to certain tribes, or the in- 

from grazing on Indian lands. The 
ef Osage Indians, numbering 1789, re- 
more than any other, their allotment 
$00 being $450,000. Next come the 2308 
Apaches, Kiowas and Comanches on the 
Kiewa and Comanche reservation, soon to 
be opened, whose annuity aggregates $232,- 
000.. There is now in the United States 
Treasury to the credit of various Indian 
tribes, $33,317,955, drawing. interest at the 
rate of 4 and 5 per cent. 

It seems to be the general impression that 

the Indians of this country, through con-

The fact is directly contrary to this well 
accepted belief. 

At the time of the settlement of this 
country, the early colon'sts were prone to 
exaggerate. They imagined that the forests 
were alive with Indians, whose number was 
past finding out. Therefore, the early ac- 
counts of the number of Indians in the 
United States must be taken with due re- 
gard to the credibility of those who made 
them. The early and erroneous nomen- 
clature of the North American Indian has 
disappeared from general usage and this 
has also given rise to the opinion that the 
aborigines are fast disappearing.

The losses and gain; of most of the tribes 
during recent decades are now known with 
sufficient precision to allow an estimate of 
the effect of civilization upon them. In 
this connection It must be noted that many 
individuals of aboriginal blood have disap- 
appeared from the numerical strength of 
tribes, not by extinction, but by absorp- 
tion. 

From all these considerations it is con- 
cluded that the Indlan population of North 
America at the time of the Columbian dis- 
covery .was not: very greatly in excess of 
that now extant.

1900 shows that 58,806 Indians had become 
residents of various states and were count- 
ed as American citizens. This result has 
been caused by the humane policy of the 
government, which is endeavoring, through 
education, to bring about the ‘‘complete ex- 
tinguishment of the Indian race by its ab- 
sorption into the body politic*of the coun- 
tr. 

Recently, at Muskogee, I. T., 14,000 Creeks 
publicly ratified the treaty with the United 
States government, whereby the old tribal 
government ceased to operate, the reserva- 
tion lands were allotted in severalty and the 
Indians became citigens. of the United 

Siates. 

Similar scenes will be enacted some time 
within the next few months when the 
Kiowa and Comanche reservation, in Okla- 
hema. will be opened for settlement, and 
the several thousand Comanche, Kiowa and 
Apache Indians there will také their re- 
spective allotments of land.

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ing the railroad there are 200 Americans. 
Fifty-two of the number are engineers. The 
rést of the party includes commissary men, 
clerks, contractors, etc. The actual laborers 
are Barbadoes negroes, Jamaicans and na- 
tive peons. The peons are employed exclu- 
Sively in the ‘“‘high places’’—that is, in the 
elevated portions of the country. They re- 
fuse to work in the jungles or low country. 
They say they are afraid of fever. That 
necessitates the employment of the ne- 
groes. 

The headquarters of the company is at 
a place called Victoria. That is a reiay sta- 
tion 66 miles out from Guayaquil, where 
the company has offices, storehouses, a 
mess hall, etc. The houses are all rude 
bamboo structures with thatched roofs. 
Whenever a party goes out in advance of 
the others it takes along a cook and com- 
missary from Victoria. 

Guayaquil is the only seaport of Ecuador. 
It is not exactly on the Pacific coast, but is 
inside the Gulf of Guayaquil and near the 
mouth of the Guayas river. It is a city of 
about 100,000 Inhabitants. All the houses are 
adobe. It is the biggest cocoa market in the 
world. It is not a particularly inviting 
place. It has been called the third unhealth- 
lest city-in the world. There was a yellow 
fever visitation there in 1895 andthe death 
rate was 200 a day. During the prevalence 
of the scourge the city was burned and 


The native 
fear of earthquakes is responsible for their 
failure to build better houses. All the busi- 
ness of Ecuador is done in Guayaquil. Its 
money supports the country. 

Quito is a different city. It has a popula- 
tion of 80,000. It is 10;000 feet above sea 
level. Centuries ago it was the stronghold 
of an Indian empire. It was the home of the. 
Incas. Pizarro conquered it for the Span- 
lards. They converted the ancient temples 
into Cathedrals. Many traces of the city's 
former grandeur are still in evidence. There 
is @ cathedral there that was once lined 
with liquid gold. The precious lining has 
worn off in some places, but most of it re- 
mains and services are still held in the 
Warch. It is a most primitive place. There 
are no modern improvements whatever, For 
instance, there are no bathtubs and no run- 
ning water. There are almost no education- 
al facilities. Chicken-fighting is the favor- 
ite sport. Sunday is given over to it and 
every family owns a game cock. 

All the goods that come to the lofty city 
of the Incas today are packed there, just 
as they were centuries ago, on the backs 
of burros. Pack animals, in fact, are the 
only vehicles doing business between 
Guayaquil and Quito. Their only roads are 
forest trails and mountain passes. 

The difficulty of traveling from Guayaquil 
to Quito has been oné of the main draw- 
backs to the development of Bcuador. The 
people understand this and have long been 
anxious for Improved methods of transit. 
Throughout the 815 miles of country inter- 
vening between the two cities are rich min- 


richness, of wild beauty. 
But the Americans that are now pouring 
money into the country to build this rail- 


as added conveniences,for the natives. 
The railroad will transform the country. 
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tangled ynderbrush cacti and travel in the 
shadow of the great volcano, Chimborazo. 

Some years ago the government decided 
a railroad was the very thing needéd for 
the country’s progress, and made efforts to 
interest foreigners in the scheme. Three 
foreign companies accepted the govern- 
ment'’s terms and attempted the task, but 
gave it up after a brief experience. 

A few years ago, however, the President 
of the republic, Gen. Eloy Alfaro, who has 
a son at West Point, by the way, entered 
‘into an arrangement with the company with 
which I afterwards became associated, 
agreeing to pay so much per mile for the 
construction of the railroad, and, besides, 
to grant valuable minera! an@mining con- 
cessions if they were successful. 


Work was begun last June, and surveying 
parties started out at once. The trouble 
the previous companies had experienced 
was, of course, in making the first lw 
miles—that fs, getting up to the plateau at 
the height of 12,00 feet, through a wild 
country, dotted with towering precipices 
and yawning chasms. 

They attempted to bridge these chasms, 
and finally gave up the attempt. Mr. Har- 
mon, however, decided on a new route, one 
that had never before been penetrated by 
foreigners. He followed the bed of the 
Chan Chan river. In following this route 
for 62 miles the highest point on the route— 
an é@levation of 12,000 feet—was reachcd 
At some places the grade was 5% feet in 
100. When that point was reached the rest 
of the work was comparatively easy, as the 
balance of the track was a slight down 
grade to Quito. 

To a St. Loulsan, who has never visitou’ a 
primitive country, it is ditficult to explain 
all the obstacles that must be surmounted 
in the construction of a railroad through 
such a country. ‘ii ~ork is as dangerous 
as it is arduous. Whiie ~?“mericans did 
not have the actual labor to pe.form we 
‘were required to do some tall climbing 
and test our athletic abilities In various 
other ways. 

I was sent out with the preliminary sur- 
veying party—the one that went ahead to 
map out the route. The party consisted of 
seven Americans and a cook. With us were 
enough peons and negroes to cut the way 


+ pol eager cacti for us with 
to their machetes. If there is anything tn 
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read of the tmterior of ‘‘darkest Africa 
We were never attacked by wild animals, 
as we more than once thought we might 
be en route. But the country was full of 
snakes, tarantulas, centipedes, black ants 
and South American mosquitoes. One form 
of snake, called the ‘‘ecca” snake, with 
crosses on his back, a poisonous reptile, 
was particularly numerous and overlooked 
no opportunity to let us know that he was 
around. 

The peons and negroes with our party 
had much dangerous work to do climbing 
steep mountain sides, fording swollen 
streams and doing other work incident to 
clearing the way for the engineers. Occa- 
sionally a large rock would roll down a 
mountain side into their midst and again 
one of them would slip over the edge of a 
precipice. There were more than one fa- 
tality among them. Fortunately, we Amer- 
icans escaped accidents. 

As I said before, our party went out in 
advance of thd others. Mr. McDonald. a 
New Yorker, was the contractor in charge 
of the work. He had a large number of sub- 
contractors working under him. As fast as 
the road was mapped out he would let the 
contract to bulld several! miles of it to a 
subcontractor. When the rails were laid 
far enough to justify it, an engine and sev- 
eral flat cars were put in operation and the 
necessary materials for the contractors 
were hauled as far as the line was bullt. 
When the first 56 miles were completed the 
headquarters of the company were located 
at the end of that section of the road—a 
place called Victoria. Now the road is in 
operation between Victoria and Guayadguill. 
It will take two years probably to com- 
plete the road to Quito, but the most diffi- 
cult engineering problems connected with 
the enterprise have already been solved. 

I enjoyed the experience, though, and 
when my three months’ vacation is ended 
I am going back to work until we will ail 
be able to ride Into the ancient stronghold 
of the Incas. 

I did not meet the recently expelled West 
Point cadets in Ecuador. They had not 
arrived when I left. I heard they were 
coming, though. Exactly what they will 
do on the road I don't know. Their talents 
can be used by the railroad company, 
though, and they will be otherwise wei- 
come. Ecuador is rather a military coun- 
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I hope the West Point cadets do not 
have the same experience in getting to 
Ecuador that I had. I happened‘to go 
there on invitation of my brother-in-law, 
who lives tn New York, and who is in- 
terested in the company. There were 16 tn 
the party, including Mr. Harmon. We 
sailed from New York to Colon and crossed 
the isthmus to the town of Panama, 
where we took the steamer Chile for 
Guayaquil. There were several Italians and 
a Chinaman and one American, besides our 
own party, on board. The American was a 
young man named Loos, who had just been 
graduated from Columbia, and was going 
to accept a position in the Argentine HKe- 
public. 

It is a three days’ sail from Panama to 
Guayaquil, The second day out we discov- 
ered that the Chinaman had yellow.fever. 
Half a day from Guayagqull, he died. en 
we reached Guayaquil we were refused ad- 
mittance at the port. Instead we were or- 
dered into quarantine for l4 days. Captain 
and passengers consulted, and it was de- 
cided not to enter quarantine, but to gail 
down the coast in the hope of being fre- 
ceived somewhere else. But the Ecuador 
health authorities telegraphed ahead of us 
that we had yellow fever on board. We 
first attempted to steam into Payta, Peru, 
but were ordered out peremptorily. That 
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three miles out to sea. He failed to obey paraiso, Chill. 


this command at once and was’ fined an 
additional $1000. They sent us out a launch 
with water that we needéed,. Then the body 
of the Chinaman was dropped overboard 
and we sailed on to Arica, % Chillan port. 
Before reaching there, there wers more 
deaths aboard. The victims were buried 
a: sea immediately after thelr death. 

As we steamed into Arica the sun was 
rising and we were recognized. A warning 
gun told us we were not welcome. But the 
captain still headed for the shore. Then a 
shot, was fired across our bow and we 
turned. We went on to Pisaqua and mean- 
while poor Loos, the American college man, 
succumbed to the fever. He was buried at 
sea. It would have been no use to have 
brought his remains ashore, as there is a 
law forbidding the removal of bodies of 
persons who die in those countries for s¢ven 
years. 

At Pisaqua while we were refused admit- 
tance we managed to get coal, water and 
provisions. We were completely out of coal. 
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country, that ts, so far south that yet 
fever is unknown there. There we saw 
American consul and managed to P 
messages. We went back on another 
er and arrived at Guayaquil about s* 
late?. 

I-like Ecuador pretty well, but Fé 
care to pass through any more such 
riences to reach there.

EINRICH C, LANGE, cigar maker, of 

2328 Franklin avenue, ngver wrote a 

line of verse until he was 48 years of 

age, but since that time he has written 

and published two volumes and is now proe- 
paring a third. 

Mr. Lange is in his sixtieth year. Ue 
makes cigars because hée has four mother- 
less children to support. 

He writes.poetry because he enjoys the 
thrill of the poet's fine frenzy. 

Shaping a cigar and a sonnet are both 
things of pleasure to Mr. Lange, because 
he knows how to do both from long ap- 
prenticeship. 

He served four years’ apprenticeship as 
a cigarmaker in the Fatherland, where he 
was born, Jan. 9, 1842, at Hausberge, Porta 
Westfalica. 

He served four years’ apprenticeship to 
poesy in his little cigar and tobacco store 
on Franklin avertue before he dared rush 
into print in book form. 

Since he became a journeyman cigar- 
maker Mr. Lange has constructed many 
thousands of, acceptable and smokable 
specimens of the long roll.’ 

Since he became a journeyman poet he 
has built “‘the lofty rhyme” and many 
other forms of verse, including the long 
roll of the hexameter, and has found nu- 
merous appreciative readers among the 
Germans. 

This cigarmaker poet writes wholly in 
German. His first volume was published 
in 1893 and his second in 189%. He hopes ito 
have his third ‘ready for the press by 
World’s Fair year. Both his books were 
printed in St. Louts. 

On one side of his little store Mr. Lange 
keeps a stock of cigars and tobacco. On the 
other side he keeps a showcase full of the 
two volumes of “Field and Meadow Flow- 
ers” (‘‘Feld-und Wiesenblumen"), and upon 
the shelves ‘on “that side several boxes, 
containing letters and clippings, of criti- 
cism and appreciation. 

It is the poetic cigar shop of St. Louis. If 
one understands German he can turn from 
a cigar to a sonnet, from a cigarette to a 
triolet, or from a pipe to a pastoral, with- 
out quitting the premises. ° 

To his chosen friends; Mr. Lange gives 


‘that I possessed the faculty. It came to 
me suddenly. I was surprised. But I set 
to work, and within two years I had writ- 
ten enough verse to make a volume of 160 
pages, which I published. 

At first I knew little of the technique 
of verse. I studied it, and I studied hard. 
A friend gave me a book—a German rhet- 
oric, with explanations of the metrical 
possibilities of my native tongue, examples 
of various forms of verse, and a treatise 
on the science of meter, the pause, the in- 
flections and all that.
